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okay excuse me we have a sound on film interview now with one of the ambulance drivers that lasts a 
minute or so so let's run that now aubry what brought you to parkland hospital in first place uh we uh picked 
up a patient on uh north houston there on epileptic and took him to parkland we was waiting for the patient to 
be signed in at the time everything took place here what happened well uh first of all uh these two men come 
running in one of them had a large what appeared to be a machine gun and they was hollering for stretchers 
and[___] and everything and to me it appeared that there was some lunacy or something and then 
immediately after that the vice president of the united states came in he was very pale some secret service 
man was walking him in at the time and did the president come in yes and then what did they do with the 
president they took him on back to one of the crumble rooms in the emergency room before the president 
come in the governor they brought him in first what happened after this well then the president came in and 
moved behind him and uh after he come in the his wife was behind him and they took them all both of them 
can you give us any of the innova details uh well you mean after they brought him in yes well of course they 
run everyone out the emergency room the hospital completely on the first floor there and they told a writer 
and i stand by at the rear of our house in case the president or someone had to be removed from the 
hospital to another hospital and we stood by there until later on they come out and told us that uh we would 
have to help remove the remains into a casket dennis what happened to the herds uh well uh we were 
standing by there the one of the secret service men come up and uh told us that we would have to help 
putting the president into the casket and getting him to the airport 
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and getting him to the airport and at that time right after he told us that well mr o'neal came up in our 64 
cadillac curse and we unloaded and took the casket into where the president was and as before we put the 
president in his casket well the president's wife placed her took her her wedding van it looked to be like her 
wedding van off of her finger and put it on the president's and kissed his hand then he left and we took him 
out and put him in to the curse and one of the secret service men well about two or three of them got into the 
hearse and just drove off and left mr o'neill and chris stokes is standing there interview with the ambulance 
drivers and now these next films you will see will be at the texas school book depository which is the place 
where the bullet was fired a place just off elm street uh where the uh fatal shot was fired that killed the 
president as you would imagine these uh quarters became sworn with with the investigators secrets there's a 
window there a window right there where the fatal bullet was fired the fatal shots were apparently fired from a 
fifth floor window and that that is where the uh the spent shells have been found interestingly the the murder 
weapon itself was found on the sixth floor which indicated that the assassin ran upstairs in an effort to hide 
the weapon before leaving the building the place of course cordoned off uh with guns drawn not knowing at 
this time of course where the man was and uh of course at this time he very well could have been inside this 
occurring just moments after the president was shot here in dallas today these were taken inside the building 


one of our cameramen was in there and he couldn't get out and this film was thrown out the window so that 
we could get it on the air in fact he got out a couple of three hours later they of course the police wouldn't let 
anyone in there's a picture of the gun the officer up on the sixth floor instead of the 
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up on the sixth floor instead of the fifth where the shot was fired as he told you the reporter's pool car in 
which i was riding was almost directly in front of this building as the shots were fired and that's why to us they 
sounded so loud that uh no one thought seriously that they were gunshots i thought they were firecrackers 
the president at that stage was some oh i would say 250 feet away from the window where the shots must 
have been fired the assassin of course used a rifle with a telescopic sight and of course uh had to be an 
expert marksman yes bob i think you know the story on this film the film of the of the uh where the the texas 
theater where the man was caught and also the gun and go ahead yes lee oswald is now in custody of police 
of course 24 years old and was picked up at the texas theater right off the downtown area of dallas 
somebody had reported that a man had gone to the theater with a weapon and in this ensuing incident here 
a dallas policeman 38 year old j j d tippett was shot to death as he was of course attempting to apprehend 
the suspect and we do expect to hear in about 40 minutes from now a statement from homicide captain will 
fritz the dallas police department on the disposition of the suspect thus far he has already been charged as 
bob clark mentioned earlier with the murder of the policeman he has not been charged with the 
assassination of the president your husband did you say i've been charged with the uh assassination of the 
killing of the policeman yes crowds outside the texas theater where the suspect was apprehended and in just 
a moment you'll see some action begin to take place no that's they're going to the theater now bob 
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there's the gun and the weapon that was used to kill the policeman some identification of wallet search for 
some fingerprints by crime lab people and now all this excitement in here is when the suspect was 
apprehended and brought out of the theater and was taken putting a put into a squad car a little better 
exposure there and uh taking downtown where he still is right at this moment oswald's home downtown 
dallas dallas police department now bob excuse me oswald lives in fort worth there has been no explanation 
yet of what he was doing in dallas today whether he came here specifically for whatever he had in mind once 
again that's oswald he's being uh he is was undergoing intensive interrogation of course from the moment he 
was picked up and almost constantly oswald still insists that he had nothing to do with the assassination just 
about an hour ago he told reporters at the dallas police headquarters i don't know what this is all about i 
didn't do anything there's the weapon there some related some of the films of the weapon it was found on the 
on the sixth floor this is an argentine made bold action rifle of world war ii vintage you can see that telescopic 
sight that's homicide captain will fritz examining the weapon he's the man that i told you would have an 
announcement about 37 minutes from 
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an announcement about 37 minutes from now as to the a later announcement on the disposition of the 
suspect oswald who has already been charged with the murder of the policeman okay let's get out of it anda 
close-up picture of oswald the condition of governor conley is covered in this videotape in a statement from 
julian reader's press secretary mom is here the latest on the condition on governor conley's condition i've just 
talked with dr shaw who visited with you earlier the governor is just finishing up in the operating room he has 
been in there since 1 30 which means he will have almost four hours in the operating room he is continuing 
in a satisfactory condition the doctor is pleased he says all damage has been arrested at this point and at 
this point we need only await supporting care he will be moved in just a few minutes to the recovery room a 
room just adjacent to him already has been set up for mrs conley who will remain there overnight and 
indefinitely and now a statement from earl campbell mayor of the city of dallas as the mayor of a grief- 
stricken city i hereby declare a day of prayer following the tragic and untimely death of our president john f 


kennedy in order that every person make claim for himself resources which god alone can provide i further 
request that every house of worship regardless of denomination remain open continuously from midnight 
tonight until midnight saturday 
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midnight saturday signed earl cabell mayor of the city of dallas and dated november 22nd 1963 another day 
that will live long in the memories of all americans next concludes our coverage here from wfaa-tv in dallas 
now back to abc news in new york thank you bob a few other side lights on john connolly as i understand 
complete facilities have been moved into parkland hospitals so that the state government is now located 
there and the government can be run the state government can be run from parkland hospital the governor is 
mentally alert and comfortable although he has not yet asked about mr kennedy so therefore he does not 
know that the president is dead uh one rib had to be removed during the four hour operation uh long repaired 
and i understand that his left wrist is shattered pretty bad the bullet passed clear through his body uh bill lord 
has been at the police station for the last four or five hours right yeah tell us what's happening down there will 
you well i got to the police station about two o'clock this afternoon there were about a 20 news men there at 
the time uh two hours later there were over 200 newsmen and this gives you an idea as to just what the 
scene was this afternoon in the police station in a moment you'll see the suspect lee oswald come out and 
we'll ask him some questions it was a very uh almost riotous scene in the police station as the press was 
fighting each other trying to get here representation that these foot sources have not allowed me to have any 
uh i don't Know what this is all 
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uh paul good is at uh police headquarters and he just phoned in saying that the police chief said they are 
sure they have the right man yet he is not cracking yet under the intensive questioning so he's been holding 
up uh how many hours now has he been interrogated by the police department um about four five six hours 
somewhere close to six hours uh bill where were you tell us about uh where you were in dallas today and 
what the reaction was well i was i was here in dallas today uh right here in the studios we had been planning 
uh extensive coverage of the president's trip to texas and uh i just been looking at some of the tape fed in 
from the airport on dallas's welcoming of the president which was uh very warm to say the least and we 
heard about it we ran over to uh the sheriff's office which is right near the spot in fact it's only a block away 
from where the president was assassinated and everyone we talked to couldn't believe that this had 
happened yet uh it had and uh the sheriff all were uh very disturbed that this had happened in dallas it 
happened at all were you uh at the police station long enough did you see the suspect long enough to get an 
impression of what he was like did you feel like the man was uh possibly a deranged did he act this would be 
difficult to estimate because we only saw him uh we did see him about four times a scene like that repeated 
over and over again as they bring him down from the city jail to be uh looked at by people who witnessed the 
assassination was he by himself does he have family with him his wife is there his wife is a russian born now 
american citizen she speaks nothing but russian and they were having difficulty interrogating her 
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interrogating her his face was all bruised up and the police indicated this occurred when he uh tried to fight 
off arresting policemen of the theater he had shot after he had shot uh patrolman tippet and he has been 
charged for murder patrolman tippett and sources at uh the police station expect that before midnight or 
certainly before sunrise if they have any additional uh uh positive clues then he will be charged with murder 
of the president what about the police departments you were talking with them investing with them what is 
their attitude about the assassination uh is there you know the feeling of dejection did you have any personal 
comments or angles from any of that i spoke to uh several and uh all they said was uh we gave uh the secret 
service more men than they asked for and no matter how many men we gave them uh we couldn't possibly 
prevent uh crackpot from uh taking the shot that he did it's impossible and impossible the uh uh this is a feed 
from dallas texas for the abc network a few moments ago bob clark and all also with abc the same way as uh 


bill lord here is from abc a few minutes ago bob clark interviewed the mayor of the city of dallas mayor earl 
campbell i think that tape is ready now so let's take a look at that mr mayor you know the mood of the people 
of dallas as well as anyone tonight what is the reaction of the citizens of this city to the assassination of 
president kennedy well the reaction this evening is one of shock is one of grief and it's one of they just can't 
believe it because with the the tremendous outpouring of war enthusiasm that was so manifest throughout 
the entire course of the uh of the parade route today and then when this thing happened it was 
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and then when this thing happened it was just unbelievable your police force has done a magnificent job 
since the shooting this morning do you feel that the city did everything possible to give the president 
complete protection during his visit there is no question whatsoever in my mind that every possible security 
precaution was taken every off-duty officer was called on to duty we had several hundred reserves who were 
on duty we had nh several hundred of the sheriff's department and not only had they taken every precaution 
possible on their own but worked in very close collaboration with and under the supervision of the secret 
service it was just one of those things that couldn't happen but it did dallas has become something of a storm 
center of right-wing extremists in the last year or two do you think this could have contributed in any way to 
the assassination of the president uh i don't want to point my finger at anyone in a case like this dallas has its 
uh right wing radical group that has its left-wing radical group just like other cities uh i think that they're much 
more vocal than they are numerous and i i can't conscientiously ascribe this uh this is not a time to point the 
finger at uh anything except just the conscience of the nation as a whole you don't think the type of incident 
that occurred here recently when hadley stephenson was spat upon after a dallas speech could have 
contributed in any way to today's tragedy i sincerely do not believe that it did because while those people 
were guilty of terribly bad behavior i don't think that any one of them involved in that uh had any criminal 
intent uh nor would they be guilty of anything such as this i i can't correlate the two at all mr mayor thank you 
very much thank you 
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mr mayor thank you very much thank you for permitting me to be with you bob clark and mayor cabell mayor 
of the city of dallas bill before we kick it back to new york how about uh a wrap-up of what's happening now 
at the police department where it stands now lee oswald who is 25 years old is accused of murdering first a 
dallas policeman and secondly they are working very hard at making a case against him for killing the 
president of the united states and that's it and that's quick enough uh uh a sideline a few minutes ago i talked 
to one of our reporters who came in and he said that there are hundreds and maybe uh he said thousands i 
would i would imagine there are hundreds of people out in their cars driving around the area that the city of 
dallas is milling around uh particularly in the area where the president was killed there are traffic jams all the 
way through the entire city is still in a state of shock that's it for now we will keep you up to date back to new 
york from wfa tv in dallas bob walker bill lord bob yes uh lee oswald has just been charged with the murder of 
president john f kennedy that is a word we have just received from dallas police headquarters we just 
received the word on the phone we have a mobile unit there tending to get a picture as soon as we do we'll 
cut to roger sharp at uh police headquarters and bring the full details to you but we've just received the word 
that he has been charged the same man that we had on earlier uh is being charged with the murder of the 
dallas policeman the man who was captured at the theater has been charged with the murder of president 
kennedy repeat again uh bob given the story once more lee oswald has been charged with the murder of 
president john f kennedy this was the man who was picked up earlier in a in the texas theater 
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earlier in a in the texas theater just south of the downtown area he has been charged earlier with the murder 
of a dallas policeman now he has just been charged with the murder of president john f kennedy this is the 
one the prime suspect they've had all the time right now that's all we have uh from abc dallas we'll be back 
with more reports as they are coming again back at wfaa tv in dallas where we're going to show you now the 


last hours of president kennedy as he lived and died in the city of dallas beginning with his visit last night in 
fort worth it might introduce our panel here tonight who will be commenting as we go along from abc news 
we have uh bill lord and from abc news bob clark and from wfaa tv in dallas jay watson bob let me interrupt 
here i just uh just received word that we have a sound on film here with chief curry so if we're ready to roll 
that excuse me one moment here we do have a tape from from city hall all right are we standing by now with 
the with the sound on film of chief curry bob excuse me but this uh came in and let's see what it says how 
long has he how long has he been under a questioning hour oh i don't know exactly how long he's been on 
the question it's been intermittent it has not been continuous but so far he's given absolutely no sign of 
weakening under the questioning are you and the rest of the police convinced you have the right you are the 
right man now i think we do are there any other suspects linked with oswald no not not prime suspects 
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oswald no not not prime suspects there's others we want to talk to was he getting [ ___] now to uh bill lord uh 
with some background on the man who has been charged with the the murder i believe we're getting an 
additional film in on the monitor now this is uh president kennedy's arrival in fort worth last night at carswell 
air force base bob what time did he get it over there he was a little late he was scheduled for 10 45 got in 
around 11 30 i think a quarter of 12 and a big delegation out of the airport to meet him six seven thousand 
people and from there he went to the hotel texas and this morning at the hotel texas he came out at uh 8 45 
and spoke to some 8 000 people uh who had gathered there this was of course the first of two speeches that 
the president delivered this morning in fort worth before taking off for dallas he had expressed a desire to talk 
to the people of fort worth originally on his schedule the only speech there was to the chamber of commerce 
this address in a parking lot across from the hotel had been set up hurriedly and added to his schedule late 
yesterday now the arrival of the president in the hotel texas at the breakfast which occurred shortly past nine 
o'clock this morning uh yesterday morning now on november 22nd mr kennedy was in a very jovial mood as 
he entered this room he wasn't accompanied by the first lady but she showed up a few minutes later when 
he did when the first lady finally came into the room the president josh that when he went to paris two years 
ago he was he described himself as the man who came with mrs kennedy he said he felt the same way this 
morning in texas he was given a pair of cowboy boots and 
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he was given a pair of cowboy boots and one of the famous texas hats and mrs kennedy also received a pair 
of cowboy boots this morning there's the introduction of president kennedy this morning after a rather joshing 
opening to this speech mr kennedy delivered a serious address defending the controversial tfx contract the 
the fighter plane is being manufactured in fort worth and is a very important was a very important issue in 
that city and following that the uh the president then went to uh back to carson air force base boarded air 
force one and uh on to love field in dallas where i had been stationed since uh eight o'clock this morning the 
president arrived at dallas love field about 11 30 11 35 and got off the jet amidst a big roar of a lot of people 
here's the jet as it came into love field this morning in about 11 35 this last flight that the president made was 
probably the shortest jet flight he or any other chief executive ever made uh i was on the president's plane as 
it made this brief hop from fort worth to dallas we were only in the air at 10 minutes that's about as short a 
trip as you can take by jet actually mr kennedy could have made the trip from fort worth to dallas more 
quickly by automobile but because of the routes out of fort worth and into dallas that were preferred by the 
advanced planners of this trip he chose to make the short flight by jet it was raining up until a few minutes 
before these pictures were made it was as you saw the rain was falling in fort worth and cleared up for a 
beautiful day and a beautiful arrival here for the president now on the ground and out of the plane and the 
president has just broken away 
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and the president has just broken away from a standard procedure and did what has become standard 
procedure with him go up to some of the crowd this is the same plane of course which bore the president's 
body back to washington late today and bore the new president lyndon johnson this is also uh this plane has 
taken on a rather historic value and that it was here in the presidential suite and the forward compartment of 
the presidential suite aboard air force one that lyndon johnson was sworn in late today as the 36th president 
of the united states president and the first lady uh coming down the ramp the uh first time the president had 
been in dallas since 1961 at which time he paid a call to baylor university medical center and visited the 
ailing late speaker of the house sam rayburn mrs kennedy was attired in one of the gayest costumes in her 
wardrobe a fuchsia suit that was a bright gay shade of pink as this day started off so happily here the 
president the first lady are going down the official reception line but as it turned out that was only the 
beginning of the handshaking mrs kennedy is carrying a bouquet of red roses governor john connolly to the 
left of mrs kennedy in latest reports from parkland hospital says the governor uh will recover his situation 
remains critical and no further report will come on governor connolly's condition until 7 
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on governor connolly's condition until 7 30 tomorrow morning dallas time the governor as you know was shot 
at the same time the president was shot bob how about the crowd was it uh dublin crowd very friendly uh 2 
000 people i would say a very good crowd too considering the fact that it rained right up until almost the time 
the plane got in i know i started out there about 7 45 and got in a traffic jam and had to come on down the 
station there were an awful lot of people out there i i'm not a good guesser or an estimator so i don't know 
exactly i mean there are an interesting thing the secret service people the day before do a yellow line across 
the runway and say the president will not cross this line and here he's 50 feet away from the line he's right up 
against our cameras he is in amongst the people at this point the president was already scheduled to be in 
his limousine and the motorcade should have started moving but as he did so often uh impulsively mr 
kennedy broke almost away from his secret service bodyguards moved toward the crowd shook every 
outstretched hand for almost 10 minutes you see directly behind the president this rather stern-faced 
gentleman is a ranking and veteran member of the white house secret service detail the secret service 
doesn't like this sort of thing it uh it could send cold shivers down the spines of the president's secret service 
bodyguards there's close contact between a chief executive and hordes of people but mr kennedy loved to 
shake hands he loved to love this personal contact with the voters getting into the limousine now and sitting 
just in front of the president mrs kennedy will be governor and mrs conley i'd say this is about 11 45 this 
morning how bob yes about 11 45 50 dallas time motorcade just leaving love field that is the let me interrupt 
here i've 
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that is the let me interrupt here i've just had word from the control room that we are now receiving a feed 
from the courthouse so let's switch there and abc's roger sharp we're a team of four homicide detectives led 
by homicide police captain will fritz talk to the suspect for some 10 hours he at this point has been formally 
charged with the assassination of the president as well as the murder of patrolman jd tippet oswald at no 
point during these ten hours of interrogation has apparently admitted anything he admits to being in the 
building at approximately the time of the presidential assassination and he was captured at a theater in a 
section of dallas some four miles from the assassination scene it was at this point that patrolman tiplett was 
found shot to death in his police car paraffin tests uh show that the suspect has fired a gun this would not 
necessarily mean the rifle involved in the presidential assassination oswald when asked as he came out of 
that door and was taken downstairs from this third floor to the basement to the booking desk did you kill the 
president he said i did not district attorney frank wade for dallas county says the suspect oswald will probably 
be taken before a grand jury sometime the middle of next week where he will be formally indicted for the 
murder of the president and patrolman tippet police officials here working in close cooperation with federal 
authorities the fbi are at this point fairly non-committal as to exactly what the suspect has admitted but he 


apparently has made no confession and after 10 hours of constant interrogation has held on to his initial 
story the scene in this hallway now is considerably quieter than it was throughout the past 10 hours soon 
after 
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throughout the past 10 hours soon after the arrest of oswald was made known this hall was jammed with the 
mob of news reporters and cameramen who converged on the area minutes after the assassination of the 
president the charging of lee oswald 24 year old suspect was before dallas county justice of the peace david 
johnston he simply told the suspect you are hereby charged with the murder of patrolman jd tippet in one 
formal charge out of president john f kennedy in the other he is accused of murdering both of these men with 
malice of forethought first degree murder suspect oswald as i said is now on the fifth floor of this building in 
an isolated cell under heavy guard where he will be held through the night with possibly more interrogation 
and certainly more interrogation tomorrow this is roger sharp at the dallas police station the background of 
lee oswald is unusual to say the least he is 25 years old and this has happened to him in those years he 
went into the marine corps and was a radar operator he was released of his duties he was in formosa at the 
time and defected to the russians he asked for citizenship the russians would not give him citizenship so he 
returned to this country he is married has two children his wife russian-born she was here in dallas today and 
brought into the police station she speaks only russian they had a great difficulty in interrogating her they 
finally did find a an interpreter no in addition uh speaking with uh captain fritz during the day at the police 
station he said that oswald had admitted being a pro-casterite and the question was then asked

asked does this mean that this man is a communist and captain fritz said well anyone who's pro castro in my 
book is a communist so lee oswald is now charged with murder not only of a dallas patrolman but of the 
president of the united states uh bob clark uh you were here and in the motorcade as a left love field can you 
describe to us what happened yes i believe we have some more film coming up of the start of the motorcade 
from the airport the rather long journey down into downtown dallas this was a gay scene throughout the 
entire distance this is one of the largest and most enthusiastic most friendly crowds the president has 
encountered anywhere in his journeys across the country the there were probably at least a hundred and fifty 
thousand perhaps as many as two hundred thousand people along the streets the crowds getting heavier as 
the motorcade entered the downtown area the president stood up from time to time and waved the first lady 
waved at the crowds this was a rare appearance of the president and mrs kennedy on a campaign-style trip 
the first lady you'll recall had made it known a week or so ago that she would she had planned to do frequent 
campaigning with the president during next year's pre-election period eyewitness account bob i believe you 
were here at the scene this is immediate excuse me this is immediately just seconds after the president was 
shot you saw the policeman draw his gun i was there and looked over a balcony and saw the people running 
toward up the grass lying down trying to get out of the uh nobody knew where the shots were coming from 
there was pandemonium the uh i looked over the little balcony just as the 
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just as the the uh president's car took off around the corner at an excessive rate of speed and it was a 
complete pandemonium at that moment nobody knew everybody thought there was firecrackers or 
something like that i was in a pool press car at this stage just three cars behind the presidential limousine in 
the motorcade there was pandemonium but total confusion at this point hardly anyone who was more than 
30 or 40 feet away from the presidential limousine realized that the president had been shot that's at the 
hospital now isn't it uh yes they motivated they raced on immediately to the hospital this was a scene at this 
point those of us who were in this pool car leaped out and ran to the side of the limousine the president lay 
stretched out on the back seat of his uh limousine his head cradled in the lap of the first lady and i'm sure 
you uh you saw the pictures of the bouquet that mrs kennedy was presented at love field in the back seat of 
the limousine there at parkland hospital well how did it happen uh who saw it happen we have some 


eyewitness reports abc's bill lord interviewed some people first a dallas policeman an eyewitness to the 
shooting you were riding next uh the president's car when the assassination took place i was riding on the 
right rear fender west on elm street uh at apartment 15 to 20 miles an hour uh

uh to take them to parkland hospital and in the parking hospital standby i went on up ahead of the notify the 
officers that were leading the escort that he had been hit was going to have to move up you did not see the 
person who fired the shot no sir it was back over my right shoulder what preventative measures had been 
taken to preclude such an incident i don't know this patrolman was so close to the president that following 
the three shots his uniform was spattered with blood there were many witnesses to the assassination many 
of them people who would come to town early in the day to find a place to watch the president and the first 
lady and i talked to one who saw it happen and took a picture picture and i took the picture and so having my 
picture when i took it was at the same instant that the president was hit and that does show in my picture 
what does the picture look like it shows the president he slumped jackie kennedy was leaning towards him to 
see i guess it all happened so suddenly i don't think anyone realized you know what had happened did you 
realize what had happened when you heard the shots no i didn't there was oh three or four real close 
together and it was um must have been the first 
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and it was um must have been the first one that that uh shot him because that's when i that was the time i 
took the picture and during that time after i took the picture and the shots were still being fired i i'd better get 
on the grind did people lie down on the ground uh i just know about myself and the ones right close to me 
well really i just know about myself you did line up i did we were i was old no more than 15 foot from the car 
and in line of fire evidently did mrs kennedy scream on the first shot i don't know about the first shot but she 
did scream she says my god he's been hit or he's been shot and the president fell in mrs kennedy's arms no 
i think he just slumped into the seat um she jumped up over him and uh during time when she jumped up of 
course the car sped away real fire now the picture you took i understand the fbi has it now oh yes that's right 
thank you very much in addition there were some eight millimeter color motion pictures taken at the time and 
these also are in the hands of the fbi and the secret service now the question comes up uh where did the 
shooting take place what was the location we have some film of that now for you this is the texas school 
book depository the officer crawling into the building the gun was found as i understand it one story up from 
where the officer crawled in actually the gun that would be the fifth floor yes uh both the gun and and the 
expanded shells were found there the it has been well 
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found there the it has been well established by this time that the fi the three shots were fired from a fifth floor 
window the police uh still thought there was a possibility even 45 minutes after the president had been 
assassinated that the assassin was still in the building therefore they surrounded it there were as many 
policemen there as a anywhere else in dallas one of our film uh one of our cameramen in the newsroom one 
of the boys got in the building and couldn't get out and this film was tossed out of the window they completely 
sealed it in they're searching the building there to see if the man is still there or if the assailant is still there 
and uh the gun was found also particles of food i think uh a box of chicken or something like that so it could 
have been in there for one day too nobody knows and i guess time will only tell how long he was hiding in the 
building there is still some question tonight whether mr kennedy was struck by one or two bullets this is the 
gun that fired the shots it's a i've been conflicting reports and whether it's a german make or an origin gun 
that was manufactured in argentina you see the telescopic site which gave him four power magnification but 
the doctors told us at the hospital this afternoon that it was impossible to say from the wounds whether mr 
kennedy had been hit by only one bullet or by two only an autopsy can determine this police officials carefully 
dusted the gun but the word was that there were either no prints on the gun or they would not care to 
comment about it i heard just a few moments ago or in discussion earlier that the president was hit twice 


once in the chest and one in the back of the head now we're back out to parkland hospital and i think you 
were out there this is back at the hospital and this was perhaps the most poignant scene of the day when the 
first the official announcement that the president was dead this came 
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that the president was dead this came at this stage from wayne hawks a veteran member of the white house 
staff this is one of the doctors who one of the team of 10 doctors who treated the president frantically for 
some 15 minutes after he arrived at the hospital before his death the scene again outside the hospital where 
scores of mourners gathered in small groups this was repeated within the hospital where and throughout the 
city we might add i think this pretty well depicts the entire feeling of the nation in the world at this moment 
there was considerable confusion within the hospital at this stage it was almost an hour after the president 
was shot before the official announcement that he had been killed many of the members of the hospital staff 
the doctors and nurses themselves were uncertain at this stage the secret service was maintaining very tight 
security now the president's hearse bob moving out yes on his way to love field uh mrs kennedy is inside the 
kurt's uh curtains are tightly drawn and it's at least parkland hospital carrying him to air force one texas 
congressman jim wright of fort worth there is a plane carrying president lyndon b johnson and former 
president john f kennedy back to washington while the concern is about the president also a policeman was 
killed in dallas bob do you have that story we have a picture of him 38 year old j.d tippett was gunned down 
trying to apprehend lee oswald this man had been cited for bravery before but today he was shot down 
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but today he was shot down uh while trying to arrest the man in the texas theater in fort worth in dallas rather 
here is the texas theater which is in the oak cliff section of dallas now the uh now the policeman rushing to 
the scene this is where the policeman was shot here in the home i believe in his bob or was he shot in the 
theater he they're shot at the theater the best we can gather we might add these are exclusive films of the 
capture of lee oswald looking over the weapon that murdered the policeman and checking the wallet taken 
from the suspect oswald who has been charged there is the very quick film of the movement of oswald out of 
the theater where he was arrested into a squad car for a trip downtown which was was of course just 
culminated minutes ago when oswald was charged with the murder of the late president kennedy now 
downtown dallas police department oswald's face was uh considerably bruised when we saw him later and 
this is according to police the result of a ver there he is a very heavy scuffle with the police at the theater two 
of the policemen sprained ankles and trying to get the man he uh saw them come in and said okay this is it 
and uh fight ensued and of course there were four policemen who finally got him right and now we're going 
to hear police sergeant jerry hill describe uh uh some of the action that took place uh with the apprehension 
of oswald at the theater a veteran police sergeant jerry hill of the dallas police force who was uh on hand and 
who assisted in the capture of him and uh we have uh a film of 
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and uh we have uh a film of uh of hill's description of it himself we thought we would bring you that next as 
well as some scenes you may repeat that lee oswald has been charged now with murder aaron dallas of the 
late president john f kennedy and he has not signed a statement he has not admitted to anything but he has 
been charged with murder henry wade the d.a in dallas of the case will probably be brought to the grand jury 
by the middle of next week and now let's hear sergeant hill's description of the apprehension of the man 
charged with the murder of the late president that we had of the suspect in oakland was similar to the 
description we had and the man we were looking for as the assassin but at that time we had not been able to 
connect the two in any way the only discrepancy was two inches in height is that approximately two inches in 
height was the only discrepancy in the in the description of the man who killed officer tiffany and the man 
who taught the president what was the description of that man he was described as five six five eight slight 
bill brown hair heading on a jacket white shirt and dark trousers actually the suspect is about 5 10 and had 
discarded the jacket which we found in the oak cliff area near a funeral home in the 400 block of east 


jefferson and at the time we arrested the suspect his crystal was again fully loaded and we had a witness 
that said he saw the suspect stopped long enough to reload his pistol after shooting the officer what did you 
find in the building uh where the president was in the building on the sixth floor we found an area that near 
window that had partially been blocked off by boxes of books and also the three spent shells that had 
apparently been fired from a 
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that had apparently been fired from a rifle also we found the remnants of what could have been a meal eaten 
by the suspect of a chicken dinner at that time i left the building and later i understand that in the same 
general vicinity under some boxes the rifle that was used was found the man did not make any definite 
statement other than demanding to see a lawyer and demanding his rights when we arrested he did not 
volunteer any information to us at all the only way we found out what his name was was to remove his billfold 
and check it ourselves he wouldn't tell us what his name what uh having been in it from the very beginning 
as far as the officer's death is concerned i am convinced that he is the man to kill the officer now the tie you 
know the rest of it has to be established by somebody else as to whether the two situations are related uh 
other circumstances that are taking place in another part of the investigation other than what i've been 
connected with would have to be through to tie the two together uh bill i think uh i think bill here has a 
footnote to that it's interesting to note that lee oswald at first admitted nothing about the incident today then 
he said he had been in the building where the shots had been fired at the time of the shooting and then a 
little later it was established that he had actually worked in the building and had been employed there as a 
clerk for approximately two months now by means of videotape we have a statement from julian reed who is 
the press secretary for governor connolly this was given earlier this evening there will be no more reports to 
the conditions i've just talked with dr shaw who visited with you earlier the governor is just 
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the governor is just finishing up in the operating room he has been in there since 1 30 which means he will 
have almost four hours in the operating room he is continuing in a satisfactory condition the doctor is pleased 
he says all damage has been arrested at this point and at this point we need only a weight supporting care 
he will be moved in just a few minutes to the recovery room a room just adjacent to him already has been set 
up for mrs conley who will remain there overnight and indefinitely there will be no more reports on the 
condition of governor john connolly until 7 30 tomorrow morning dallas time last word the governor is in some 
considerable pain but is resting comfortably and has not yet been told of president kennedy's the late 
president kennedy's death a man who can eloquently sum up the feelings of what has occurred in dallas 
texas today is the dallas mayor earl campbell who gave us this statement earlier tonight so here is the mayor 
of dallas earl cabell with a statement tonight dallas is shocked and stricken with grief because of the 
assassination of our president john f kennedy to no other guest in the history of dallas has such a 
spontaneous and enthusiastic welcome been extended as was the case for our president yet the irrational 
act of a single man has tragically marred the spirit generated in dallas today all possible security precautions 
were taken by our police force on their own and in collaboration with 
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on their own and in collaboration with the secret service it was a thing that that could not happen and yet it 
did happen still this is not the time to single out for criticism any individual or any group not directly involved 
in this tragedy this could only be the act of a deranged mind and yet each of us in prayerful reflection must 
search his heart and determine if through intemperate word or in temperate deed we might have contributed 
in some fashion to the movement of this mind across the brink of insanity mrs cavill and i join our city in 
extending our sympathies to the kennedy family and to say that our prayers are for them as they are for our 
new chief executive and our nation and the world dallas mayor earl campbell and now for further reports we 
take you to abc newsman roger sharp reporting from dallas police headquarters with me here on the third 
floor of the dallas police station is justice of the peace david johnston of the second precinct of dallas county 


before whom suspect lee oswald was formally charged tonight with the murder president kennedy judge 
johnston could you read for us the official affidavit this is in the name of and by the authority of the state of 
texas personally appeared before me the undersigned authority this offend who after being by me duly sworn 
disposes and says european has good reason to believe and does believe that one lee harvey oswald here 
and after style defendant here to foreoner about the 22nd day of 
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here to foreoner about the 22nd day of november a d 1963 in the county of dallas and state of texas did then 
and there unlawfully voluntarily and with malice of forethought kill john f kennedy by shooting him with a gun 
against the peace and dignity of the state attested by j.w fritz offend sworn to and subscribe before me this 
22nd day of november 1963 henry wade criminal district attorney dallas county texas which complaint was 
then passed to me at 11 26 p.m and filed as cause number f-154 the state of texas versus lee harvey oswald 
for the offense of murder did you read this before the suspect this has this complaint has not been read to 
the suspect the prior complaint filed at a little after seven o'clock last night was read to the defendant and he 
was advised that he was remanded to the custody of the sheriff of dallas county with no bond as a capital 
offense what was his reaction when the affidavit was dropped he had a few little remarks to make i don't 
remember them exactly there was a little he had a little misunderstanding about what this formal arraignment 
was of it appraising him of the charges that had been brought against him judge johnson is this normal 
routine for homicide this is the normal procedure in the state of texas and both affidavits charging in with the 
murder of the president and the murder of patrolman tippett are identical other than the the name of john f 
kennedy inserted on one and the name of officer tippett on the other and of course the time they were filed 
what is your personal reaction to the suspect i have not been with him long enough to have formed any uh 
personal feeling about the man i can't say anything at all about him because i was only in the room with him 
for some five or so minutes to arraign him on the first count he now has been formally booked and taken to 
an isolated cell on the fifth 
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taken to an isolated cell on the fifth floor of the same building apparently there will be some more questioning 
tonight what legally are the next steps in a case such as this the defendant can now either be brought before 
my court for an examining trial at which time the certain evidences will be introduced to sustain uh the no 
bond set in the capital offense to establish that the offense has been committed this can also in texas be 
waived and if it is waived then it goes to the grand jury if the hearing is held then it is passed to the grand jury 
for their action what would you expect from this case uh this you cannot say because when he does have 
legal counsel that council could ask for an examining trial and under the rules of the texas law he is entitled 
to this prior to his indictment by the grand jury thank you very much judge johnson thank you sir justice of the 
peace david johnston of the second precinct of dallas county before whom the suspect lee harvey oswald 
was formally charged tonight early this morning with the assassination of president john kennedy he read to 
you the formal affidavit the suspect as we said is now on the fifth floor of this building where he was being 
held under heavy guard in an isolated cell of the city jail he more than likely will be questioned again by 
interrogators during the night and again tomorrow the district attorney henry wade stated that he believed the 
case would more than likely go before the grand jury here in dallas sometime the middle of next week that's 
the story up to the minute from dallas this is roger sharp reporting and there you have the complete wrap up
